OX  Labor  Day  night,  L912,  five  men  were  gathered  in  a 
Broadway  cafe.  King  Baggot,  William  Robert  Daly,  Dell 
I  lenders' hi,  Owen  .Moure  and  Edward  Dillon  were  there 
that  night  because  they  had  no  other  place  at  which  to  meet  as  factors 
contributing  to  the  motion  picture  art. 

That  night  the  germinal  idea  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
Screen  Club  had  its  inception  in  the  mind  of  King  Baggot.  Turn- 
ing to  his  companions,  he  reminded  them  that,  at  that  time,  there 
existed  no  social  organization  for  the  actors,  directors,  managers, 
authors,  newspaper  and  publicity  men  or  photographers,  where  they 
might  gather  as  motion  picture  men.  The  others  were  quick  to 
grasp  the  force  of  .Mr.  Maggot's  words,  and  on  Thursday  evening 
of  that  week  sixteen  men  met  and  at  that  rime  the  Screen  Club 
had  its  real  start.  At  this  meeting  Frank  Powell  gave  the  Screen 
Club  its  name.  At  the  second  meeting.  Wednesday,  September  1  1th, 
was  set  as  a  date  for  a  general  meeting",  to  be  as  large  as  possible. 
More  than  two  hundred  men,  in  various  branches  of  the  industry, 
attended  this  meeting  and  with  much  enthusiasm  heard  the  plans 
of  the  future,  as  painted  by  King  Baggot,  John  Bunny,  and  others. 
Lawrence  McGill  was  appointed  temporary  chairman  of  a  committee 
to  draw  up  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  John  Bunny  was  ap- 
pointed temporary  chairman  of  the  membership  committee.  This 
was  the  first  large  gathering  of  the  Screen  Club,  the  first  time  at 
which  the  young  organization  gave  an  idea  of  its  latent  strength. 
The  club  put  definite  shape  at  the  second  large  meeting  held  Satur- 
day evening,  October  31st.  At  this  time  the  constitution  and  by- 
laws were  read  and  it  was  announced  on  the  previous  day  that  appli- 
cation had  been  made  to  Albany  for  a  charter. 

The  first  officers  of  the  club  were  then  elected.  They  were: 
President,  King  Baggot;  First  Vice-President,  John  Bunny;  Second 
Vice-President,  G.  M.  Anderson;  Third  Vice-President,  Arthur  \'. 
Johnson,  Treasurer,  C.  A.  Willat.  and  Recording  Secretary,  Harry 
R.  Raver.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  elected  for  terms 
of  two  years  were  William  Robert  Daly,  C.  Jay  Williams,  Herbert 
Brenon  and  Lawrence  B.  McGill.  For  a  term  of  one  vear  the  fol- 
lowing were  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors:  A.  Victor 
Smith,  Pierce  Kingsley,  <  )scar  C.  Apfel  and  Tefft  Johnson. 

OCTOBER  1st,  1912,  a  charter  of  the  club  was  received,  officially 
sanctioned  from  Albany.  <  )n  it  there  appears  the  names  of  the 
men,  the  men  to  whom  belongs  the  credit  of  being  the  real  founders 
of  the  club.  In  the  order  they  appear  on  tile  charter,  they  are: 
King  Baggot,  Pierce  Kingsley.  Frank  Powell,  William  Steiner,  Law- 
rence B.  McGill,  C.  A.  Willat,  William  Robert  Daly,  John  Bunny, 
Herbert  Brenon.  Calder  Johnstone,  Joseph  W.  Farnham,  William  F. 
Haddock,  George  <  >.  NichoHs,  and  George  Blaisdell. 

(  Jctober  2fitb  a  special  meeting  was  held  at  which  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  were  again  read,  ratified  and  accepted.  President  Bag- 
got  was  commissioned  to  secure  a  suitable  home  for  the  club.  Mr 
engaged  quarters  at  Pi.'!  West  Forty-fifth  Street.     Here  five  r  ns 


were  fitted  up  and  formed  the  first  home  of  the  Screen  Club,  dear 
to  all.  They  housed  the  club  through  its  formative  period.  Many 
members  forsook  other  lodgings  and  mure  luxuriantly  equipped  or- 
ganizations to  gather  night  after  night  in  those  little  rooms,  that 
they  might  support  the  Screen  Club  and  that  it  might  prosper.  Per- 
haps it  is  not  giving  the  first  home  of  the  Screen  Club  its  just  due 
to  refer  to  it  as  "those  little  rooms."  At  the  time  the  quarters  at 
143  West  45th  Street  were  opened  they  were  impressive  testimony 
to  the  quick  growth  of  the  only  social  organization  in  the  motion 
picture  industry. 

Saturday,  November  9th,  the  club  was  turned  over  to  the  house 
committee  by  the  Board  of  ( iovernors  and  then  thrown  open  to  the 
more  than  two  hundred  members.  They  found  an  attractive  entrance, 
decorated  in  the  club  colors,  green  and  gold,  and  passing  upstairs 
first  entered  the  music  room,  then  into  the  Dutch  Grill  room,  which, 
opened  into  the  buffet  and  cafe.  Across  the  hall  were  the  lounging 
and  the  reading  and  writing  rooms. 

On  the  night  of  the  formal  opening  of  the  club's  quarters  sev- 
eral of  the  books  of  checks  then  employed  in  the  club  in  lieu  of  cur- 
rency were  auctioned  off  by  John  Bunny.  President  Baggot  bought 
the  first  book.  Others  were  sold  at  that  time  to  John  Bunny,  Billy 
Quirk,  James  Kirkwood,  W  illiam  Hennessy,  Harold  M.  Shaw,  Wil- 
liam Robert  Daly,  Harry  Raver  and  William  F.  Haddock.  That 
night  marked  the  start  of  the  Screen  Club  as  a  social  organization, 
as  a  home  for  persons  in  the  motion  picture  business. 

The  first  public  affair  was  held  February  11th,  1913,  when  a 
dinner  was  tendered  at  the  Hotel  Astor  to  President  and  Airs.  King 
Baggot.  More  than  two  hundred  members  and  their  friends  sat 
around  the  long  tables. 

Then  came  the  first  annual  ball.  Saturday  evening,  April  19, 
1913,  saw  Terrace  Garden,  at  Fifty-eighth  Street  and  Third  Avenue, 
filled  with  members  of  the  Screen  Club,  their  friends  and  their  guests. 
This  was  indeed  a  memorable  affair.  For  the  first  time  the  club 
showed  itself  in  all  its  strength.  Estimates  of  the  number  of  those 
present  run  from  five  to  ten  thousand.  It  is  certainly  safe  to  say 
that  six  to  seven  thousand  were  present.  From  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening  until  almost  sunrise,  jollity  and  good  fellowship  reigned.  It 
was  a  ball  of  which  the  club  will  always  be  proud.  It  brought  to- 
gether thousands  of  persons  interested  in  the  motion  picture  business. 

"V  T  EW  friendships  were  begun  and  all  old  ones  cemented  more 


firmly.  From  a  social  point  of  view  it  was  all  that  could  be 
desired.  To  dilate  further  on  the  evening  here  seems  almost  like 
throwing  bouquets  at  oneself,  but  it  is  fair  to  say  that  all  of  those 
present,  both  the  members  of  the  club  and  others,  agreed  at  that 
time,  and  have  since  held  the  opinion,  that  they  never  spent  a  more 
thoroughly  enjoyable  evening. 

An  important  event  of  the  evening  was  the  auctioning  off  of  a 
souvenir  program.  This  was  bought  by  C.  O.  Baumann  and  Adam 
Kessel,  Jr.,  the  heads  of  the  New  York  Motion  Picture  Cor]).,  for 
the  sum  of  $1,000.  The  recognition  of  the  action  of  Mr.  Baumann 
and  Mr.  Kessel  which  came  spontaneously  from  those  present,  forced 


those  two  gentlemen  to  go  on  the  platform  with  King  Baggot,  who 
acted  as  auctioneer,  and  how  their  acknowledgment. 

After  the  Screen  Club  ball  came  the  Summer, a  regular  New  York 
Summer,  long  and  hot.  Despite  that  fact  the  little  rooms  in  West 
Forty-fifth  Street  daily  and  nightly  saw  themselves  filled  with  club 
members.  During  the  summer  no  set  festive  occasions  were  planned, 
but  several  impromptu  ones  occurred.  Many  members  of  the  club 
went  to  Europe  and  both  their  departure  and  returns  were  sig- 
nals for  little  jollifications.   So  the  summer  months  passed. 

As  the  fall  came  and  the  days  began  to  lengthen  it  became  ap- 
parent to  all  that  the  growth  of  the  Screen  Club  necessitated  larger 
quarters.  J.  II.  Gerhardt,  William  Robert  Daly,  Joseph  W.  Farn- 
ham  and  King  Baggot  were  busy  on  a  still  hunt  for  several  weeks 
looking  for  suitable  quarters.  At  last  the  present  building  at  16."> 
West  Forty-seventh  Street  was  secured. 

Public  announcement  of  the  fact  was  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  club  held  October  6th,  1913,  in  Bryant  Hall,  at  Sixth 
Avenue,  near  Forty-second  Street.  This  was  an  important  meet- 
ing in  more  ways  than  one.  The  first  reports  were  read  from  the 
various  committees  and  officers  and  approved.  Officers  for  the  com- 
ing year  were  elected  as  follows  : 

President,  King  Baggot;  First  Vice-President,  Joseph  W.  Farn- 
ham  ;  Second  Vice-President,  C.  A.  Willat ;  Third  Vice-President, 
James  Kirkwood  ;  Corresponding  Secretary,  Hopp  Hadley ;  Record- 
ing Secretary,  William  F.  Haddock ;  Treasurer,  J.  H.  Gerhardt ; 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Billy  Quirk,  Arthur  Leslie,  Da- 
vid Wall  and  James  Gordon. 

On  October  16th  the  present  quarters  were  thrown  open  to  the 
members.  Then  indeed  was  the  long  cherished  dream  of  all  recog- 
nized. There  is  not  a  man  in  the  club  to-day  who  is  not  immensely 
proud  of  the  present  clubhouse.  Entering  from  the  street,  one  steps 
into  the  first  floor,  a  well-appointed  grill  room  with  the  buffet  in 
the  rear.  On  the  second  floor  may  be  found  the  reading  and  writing- 
rooms  also  with  a  piano  in  the  corner. 

ON  the  third  floor  are  two  of  the  finest  pool  tables  in  the  city, 
which  naturally  serve  as  a  magnet  to  those  who  toy  with  the 
ivories.  The  fourth  floor  is  cut  up  into  smaller  rooms  for  the  officers 
and  members.  The  whole  tone  of  the  club  is  most  luxurious.  It  is 
as  well  appointed  as  any  club  can  be.  Much  of  the  furniture  is 
valuable  hand-carved  ebony.  Art  objects  abound.  The  paintings 
on  the  walls  are  worth  many  thousands  of  dollars.  The  Screen  Club, 
as  it  now  stands,  has  a  home  to  which  any  member  may  point  with 
pardonable  pride. 

Formal  opening  of  the  present  quarters  took  place  on  November 
22d.  Members  were  privileged  to  invite  guests  on  that  evening,  and 
the  result  was  that  from  8  A.M.  until  the  last  man  cried  "enough," 
the  house  w  as  literally  filled.  So  great  was  the  crowd  that  one  of  the 
large  dining  rooms  of  The  Longacre  Hotel,  next  door,  had  to  be 
pressed  into  service  to  accommodate  the  overflow.  Persons  were 
present  from  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  New  Jersey  cities,  New  England 
cities,  the  South,  and  front  the  Pacific  Coast  to  attend  the  opening. 


That,  too  was  a  memorable  evening.  With  the  opening  of  the  new 
clubhouse  long  avenues  of  pleasure  yawned  before  the  members. 

A  series  of  entertainments  has  been  planned,  of  which  some  have 
been  held.  On  the  night  of  December  23d,  two  nights  before  Christ- 
mas, a  Christmas  tree  was  held  in  the  Screen  Club.  Gifts  were  dis- 
tributed by  Billy  Quirk.  A  mock  fight  between  Quirk  and  Glen 
W  hite,  which  was  so  well  acted  that  many  tried  to  step  in  between 
the  supposed  combatants,  put  evervbodv  in  good  humor,  and  the 
evening  passed  very  pleasantly.  A  series  of  reel  nights  has  been  in- 
augurated, the  first  of  which  was  held  with  John  Bunny  presiding. 
Stories  were  told  by  all  present  endowed  by  nature  in  any  way  with 
the  gift  of  gab.  Burr  .Mcintosh  delivered  a  little  talk  and  also 
entertained  with  feats  of  legerdemain.  (  )ther  forms  of  entertainment 
are  in  progress,  such  as  the  handicap  pool  tournament. 

i }  HKllAI'S  the  best  index  of  the  Screen  <  lub's  growth  and  popu- 


±  iarity  may  be  obtained  from  its  membership  records.  In  less  than 
ten  weeks  from  the  night  when  King  Baggot  told  his  few  associates 
Of  his  idea,  the  club  had  permanent  quarters  and  more  than  two  hun- 
dred members.  At  the  present  time  it  has  about  five  hundred  mem- 
bers.   It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  getting  membership  for  quantity. 

The  Screen  Club  represents  the  social  side  of  the  motion  picture 
industry,  the  fastest  growing  and  most  profitable  legitimate  industry 
in  the  world,  one  w  hich  links  art  and  business.  Just  as  surely  as  the 
motion  picture  business  will  grow,  just  as  surely  as  art  is  long,  just 
as  surely  as  the  communion  of  good  fellows  (  the  words  "good  fel- 
lows" are  not  lightly  used)  is  a  thing  to  be  desired,  just  as  surely  as 
kindred  spirits  take  pleasure  and  profit  in  meeting  each  other,  jusf 
so  surely  the  Screen  Club  shall  not  only  endure  but  grow.

You  spell  the  name 
with  an  'e.'    Send  me  up  two  copies  of  the  paper.    I'll  pay  for  "eni."

EARLY  in  the  present  month,  after  a  welsh  rabbit,  I  dreamed 
that  a  cataclysmic  controversy  had  arisen  between  our 
worthy  president.  King  Baggot,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Ball  Committee.  Robert  Daly,  as  to  the  propriety  of  dancing  the 
tango  at  to-night's  ball.
